NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—Mil- 
lionaires .have increased in num- 
ber about 600 per cent since 1923, 
judging from. statistics showing 
million dollar estates for which 
trust companies have acted as ex- 
ecutors or trustees. 

Francis H. Sisson, vice president 


of the Guaranty Trust Co. of New| 


York, speaking today before the 
midwinter conférence of the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association, said 
that a survey of the national field 
indicates that in five years the in- 
stitutions have handled:668 estates 
valued at $1,000,000 or more. 

Recalling that George Washing- 
ton, one of the wealthiest men of 
his time, left an estate worth only 
$530,000, Sisson reported that in 
1923 trust companies handied 48 
million dpllar estates; in 1924, 69;

This was not accomplished, how- 
ever, without the expenditure of 
a vast sum of money, and when 
the election was over, the Repub- 
lican party managers found them- 
selves confronted with a deficit of 
of something between $1,600,000 
and $1,800,000. According to the 
terms of the bargain, they called 
on the oil men to make good. 

Obviously, it would have been 
dangerous for the oil merf to take 
such a sum out of their tills, or 
to enter it upon their books. There 
would be the danger. of detection. 
Accordingly, the idea of the Con- 
tinental Trading Co. was cooked 
up. There were certain oil com- 
panies which wanted a large 
amount of oil, and there was a 
certain oil producer, A. E. H . 
phreys, who wanted *to sell that 
amount. 

Incorporated in Canada. 

The Continental was incorpor- 
ated in Canada—undoubtedly for 
the purpose of escaping attention 
—and the men behind it proceed- 
ed to have it buy the ofl from 
Humphreys and immediately re- 
sell it at -a profit of 25 cents a 
parrel to their companies. In this 
way a “profit” of more than $3,- 
000,000 was accumulated, which 
was all invested in Liberty . bonds. 
It has been shown that each time 
the Continental made a purchase 
of bonds, they were divided into 
four packages, and taken away 
by H. 8S. Osler, the Toronto law- 
yer, the dummy president of the 
Continental. 

It has virtually been proven 
that Sinclair was one of the four 
partners in the Continental. Out 
of his share of the bonds, he 
gave Fall a bribe of $233,000, im- 
mediately after getting the Tea- 
pot Dome lease, in 1922. He also 
gave the Republican Natjonal com- 
mittee at least $75,000 to pay off 
its deficit, of which $25,000 has 
been identified as coming out of 
the Continental jackpot. 

James E. O'Neill, head of the 
Prairie Oi) & Gas Co., which was 
one of the buyers of the oi! from 
the Continental, is known to have 
received a fourth of the bonds, but

Unerringly Found Home Port on Trip From 
Havana to St. Louis Under Ad- 
verse Conditions. 


Fiying through the fog and rain 
ef a day characterized by the 
Weather Bureau as “the worst pos- 
sible for flying,” Col. Lindbergh 


arrived at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
at 4:55 p. m. yesterday, exactly 15 
hours after he had left Havana, 
Cuba, on a 1300-mile non-stop 
flight to his home airdrome. 

In a career that has already 
marked him as the greatest “dirty 
weather” pilot in flying history, 
Lindbergh set a new mark on his 
latest flight by making his way to 
St. Louis when veteran flyers had 
declared the day was all but im- 
possible for flying, when even the 
St. Louis-Chicago air mail pilot had 
Been forced to turn back to the 
field and consign his cargo to the 
train service. 

Drops in Unexpectedly.

strychnine capsufes throngh the 
mails under the guise of patent 
medicine. Two of the 11 tried the 
“remedy” and Gied in a few min- 
utes. 

Analysis by Department of Com- 
merce chemists at Chicago showed 
each capsule contained three and 
a half grains of strychnine, enough 
to kill several persons. A medici- 
nal dose of strychnine is about 
one-sixtieth of a grain, physicians 
testified at a secret inquest yester- 
\day at Aledo, Mercer County seat. 

The capsules purported .to be 
samples of “Zerbst’s Grippe Cap- 
sules,” and were mailed to the 
Mercer County residents from Kan- 
sas City, Kan., in manila envelopes 
bearing “the rubber-stamped name 
of the Zerbst Pharmacal Co. of St. 
Joseph, Mo. 

Not Sent by Firm. 

A representative of the Zerbst 
company testified at the inquest 
that the capsules were not sam- 
ples sent by the Zerbst company, 
that the envelopes in which they 
were mailed were not from the 
Zerbst company, and that the com- 
pany does not include any Mercer 
or Rock Island County postoffice, 
on its mailing list. 

The poisonous capsules were re- 
ceived Jan. 31, since when a secret 
investigation has been under way. 
The two persons who tried the spu- 
rious “samples” and died were Mrs. 
C. A. Lowry and Maurice A. Baker 
of Aledo. i 

List of Intended Victims. 

Those who received poisonous 
capsules, but did not try them, are: 
James A. Allen, State’s Attorney of 
Mercer County; George Baker, 
brother of Maurice Baker; George 
Werts and Walter Mannon, attor- 
neys of Aledo; former Constable 
Edward Noble of Joy;. George 
Campbell, former bank cashier of 
Aledo, now of Rock Islagd; Virgil 
Love, farmer, Hving near Joy, and 
member of the Mercer County 
Board of Supervisors; Joshua 
Wright, Aledo, and Elmer Longley, 
farmer, near Aledo. 

The motive for sendirfg the 

capsules has puzzled investigators, 
although it is considered the work 
of a crank. The inquest into Mrs. 
Lowry’s death was adjourned yes- 
terday, Feb. 23, after an analysis 
of the stomach disclosed poison 
caused her death. The body of 
Baker was exhumed today.

ABITTIRED, CHATS 
OF HS TRAVELS 


Less Fagged, Apparently, 
Than His Interviewers, 
He Grows ‘ Enthusiastic 
Over Air Routes. 


Everybody was pretty well worn 
out last night by the time Col 
Lindbergh had taken a shower and 
had got something to eat. Every- 
body at the interview which fol- 
lowed these amenities, was tired— 
dog-tired—-everyone, that is, except 
Lindbergh himself. 

While reporters who put ques- 
tions te him at the home of Harry 
H. Knight in #t. Louis County last 
night, hunted “for chairs, or 
slouched dejectedly, Lindbergh 
stood erect, smiling, apparently un- 
fatigued. The newspaper men had 
been on their feet most of the aft- 
ernoon waiting for the flyer’s ar- 
rival at Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

While Lindbergh—all he had 
done was to sit for 15 hours in the 
cramped cockpit of the “Spirit of 
St. Louis,” straining his eyes 
through almost impenetrable mist 
for a sight on landmarks, and fly 
1300 miles from Havana to S&8t. 
Louis, at an average speed of 87 
miles an hour. 

Just Another Ddy’s Work. 

It was just a day’s work, a little 
long perhaps, but nothing to com- 
plain about. And so he smilingly 


j disclaimed any feeling of weariness 


and proved it by answering, most- 
ly with _a quick smile and’a daz- 
zling display of teeth, whatever 
questions were asked. 

Front the perfunctory nature of 
the first questions about his flight 
Lindbergh brightened — perceptibly 
ashe was asked what conclusions 
he had drawn from his Central 
American tour as to the possibili- 
ties of air transport between the 
United States and Latin America. 
Here was a subject that he liked to 
talk about. 

“Of course,” he said, “I think 
that air lines are entirely feasible 
between this country and Central 
and South America. I am sure that 
within a few years we shal] see 
passenger lines in regular opera- 
tion. I traveled over no country 
that did not offer as many possi- 
bilities for the airplane as this 
country offers.” 

And how about the air mail? 
Lindbergh brightened more than 
ever. 

Back te the Mail Route. 

“I’m going back to the air mail 
for a round trip Monday,” he said, 
“They seem to think that I can 
help it out a little. The mail has 
already shown itself to be an im- 
portan@ factor in our’ commercial 
life and I am convinced that in the 
next few years we shall see all our 
important mail carried by air, 
where it can travel much faster 
than train mail. 

“TJ am ‘certainly pleased, too, to 
see the interest St. Louis is taking 
in flying. It is good to hear that 
we are to have two airplane fac- 
tories here and that the city has 
taken over the flying field to im- 
prove and enlarge it. You can bet 
I was glad to hear that.” 

The flyer tugged at the bottom 
of his blue coat—one of those 
coats that still has a way of seem- 
ing too small for his lean frame. 
This was a coat that was made for 
him in Paris, too. 

“Of eourse,” he continued, “I 
am interested because St. Louis is 
my home. Italways will be, no 
matter where my flying takes me 
from time to time.” 

“Used to a Certain Extent.” 

The cenversation turned to the 
“Spirit of St. Louis.” Had it out- 
lived its usefulness? Was it ready 
for the scrap heap? Was it as 
good as new? Lindbergh took the 
last question first. 

“Tt has been used to a certain 
extent,” he conceded seriously, 
then smiled as his interviewers 
laughed at the euphemism. “Right 
now it has had 481 hours in the 
air.. It has covered more than 
40,000 miles.’ But it is good for 
many, Many more. The motor has

T0 ERECT BULOING 


Two-Year Progsam at Geneva 
Will Restore Present 
Quarters as Hotel. 


By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Feb. 14.—The League 
*" Nations is to have new and pa- 
latial quarters on the shore of Lake 
Leman. 
The Swiss Government has guar- 


ti anteed the purchase of the present 


headquarters of the League, which 
means undoubtedly that the build- 
ing will become what it was—e 
famous hotel. 

When former President Wilson 
insisted that the League of WNa- 
tions should be at Geneva, a deci- 
s°°n was made to take over the 
Hotel National, which was pur- 
chased at a cost of $1,100,000 for 
use as the League secretariat. This 
hotel, with its wonderful garden, 
constructed in 1873, has long been

eigners, including Americans. It 
was in rooms now used by the 
coz-ncil of the League of Nations 
that was celebrated in 1911 the 
marriage of Miss Dorothy Payne

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover is to 
be called before t Senate Com- 
merce Committee to give his views 
on the administration's plan of 
flood control. After a bitter fight; 
the committee voted 7 to 6 today 
to invite the Secretary, who now 
is on a fishing trip in Florida and 
who made several trips into the 
flood district as the personal rep- 
resentative of President Coolidge.

The measure carries an appro- 
priation of $125,000,000. Of this 
$20,000,000 would be used to build 
the dam and flood control works. 
The remainder of the fund would 
carry a 4 per cent interest rate. 
The bill also provides that one- 
third of the annual profits shall be 
divided between Arizona and Ne- 
vada.

Representative Ramseyer, Iowa, 
a Republican on the committee, 
declared Mr. ‘Meredith tock a 
wrong view in arguing for a reduc- 
tion of the rates for second and 
third class below a profitable basis, 
and said “the Postoffice should be 
run on a profit just as if the Gov- 
ernments operated the railroads.” 

“But there is a difference. be- 
tween hauling a ton of coal and a 
franked tariff speech of a good Re- 
publican Congressman,” retorted 
Meredith, adding that. the Postof- 
fice Department apparently was

Massachusetts Fights to Keep State: 
Control of Utilities Companies 


In Legisla ture and in Court | 


Assails Reproduction New 
- Valuation. Under Which 
Some Electric Plants Pay 
46 Per Cent Dividends.

BOSTON, Feb. . 14.—Massachu- 
setts, known the country over as 
the state of law and order, threat- 
ens tO assume a new role. The 
State which crushed the Boston po- 
lice strike and made Calvin Cool- 
idge a national figure, which 
sternly resisted a world-wide appeal] 
for Sacco and Vanzetti, now, by a 
curious irony, is about to defy the 
Supreme Court of . the United 
States. 

Gov. Fulier and the Massachu- 
setts Public Utilities Commission 
have come to.grips with the great 
power interests which have invaded 
New England. The battle is being 


fought. on two fronts: the Federal 
courts and the Massachusetts Leg- 
islature. 

The local gas and electric com- 
panies, under the influence or.con- 
trol of the super-power combines, 
now challenge the Massachusetts 
system of regulation. They con- 
tend it is in ‘conflict with the doc- 
by the United 
States Supreme Court. The Mas- 
sachusetts Commission frankly 
agrees with this contention, but it 
condemns the Supreme Court doc- 
trine as “unsound, legally, histori- 
cally ang economically” and calm- 
ly announces that Massachusetts 
does not intend to abide by it, if it 
can help itself—which it is making 
haste to do. 

Assails Reproduction New. 

Chairman Attwill of the Massa- 
chusetts Commission is outspoken 
in his criticism of the Supreme 
Court rule that a public utility is 
entitled to charge rates which will 
assure a “fair return” to the stock- 
holders based upon the reproduc- 
tion value of the property. Attwill, 
a former Attorney-General of the 
State, says, “The doctrine promotes 
greed and gluttony on the part of 
public utilities.” 

The commissioners, backed by 
Gov. Fuller,’now propose that the 
utility companies shall’ accept the 
traditional Massachusetts system 
of regulation of rates and shall ig- 
nore the United States Supreme 
Court. They propose further as a 
means of holding the club of pub- 
lic ownership over the heads of the 
gas and electric companies, that 
the establishment of municipal gas 
and eelctric plants be made easier 
for cities and towns. Under the 
present laws the procedure is 
about as difficult as possible, and 
the city or town cannot set up its 
own plant, but must buy out some 
private plant, under terms fixed by 
the courts. 

The hearing on the drastic pro- 
posals of the commission is set for 
today before the Power and Light 
Committee of the Legislature. 

There are already some 44 mu- 
niciple plants in the State. They 
are operating, the commission 
claims ,very successfully, and mak- 
ing big profits for their communi- 
ties. Under the law they are lim- 
ited to earning an 8 per cent divi- 
dend. For the last two years the 
commission has had to notify many 
of the municipal plants that they 
woulda have to reduce their rates, as 
it appeared they were earning 
above the legal rate of 8 per cent 

rofit rmitted. 

. The pits oh Oe! gas and electric 
plant in Holyoke, 4 factory city 
with a population of about 70,900, 
has a rate for electricity of 4% 
cents a kilowatt. hour, the lowest 
rate in the State and one of the 
low rates of the country. The rate 
of the big Edison Co. in Boston is 
8% cents, for residential lighting. 

(The Union Electric Co. says the 
average cost of electricity to resi- 
dence consumers in 8t..

The 
rule of the United States Supreme 
Court, as established by a series 
of majority decisions in recent 
years, is that the utility company 
is entitled under the Federal Con- 
stitution to charge rates which, will 
assure the company a fair return 
rather upon the reproduction value 
of the enterprise. That is what 
Justice Pierce Butler, who wrote 
the decision in the now famous In- 
dianapolis water case, calls a 
“constitutional return.” 


$4,000,000 Against $20,000,000. 
The fight between the Massa- 


chusetts authorities amd the public 
utility companies has already be- 
gun in the Federal courts. The 
power companies have won the 
first skirmish. But this was ex- 
pected and is not conclusive. 

‘Some months ago the Public 
Utilities Commission, after many 
hearings, ordered the Worcester 
Electric Light Co. to reduce its 
rate on residential lighting from 7 
to 5 cents a kilowatt hour. The 
Commission held to the rule of al- 
lowing the company a rate suffi- 
cient to give a fair return upon 
the capital actually invested by the 
stockholders. 

The Commission in its decision 
recited that the company had been 
earning and paying very high divi- 
dends. The dividend paid-in 1926 
was 46 per cent on the par value 
of the company’s stock. The Com- 
mission found that the totalamount 
paid into the treasury of’ the com- 
pany by the stockholders was a lit- 
tle over $4,000,000. The company 
claimed it was entitled under t-e 
Constitution of the United States, 
as interpreted by the Supreme 
Court, to charge rates which would 
yield a fair return upon fhe repro- 
duction value of its plant, includ- 
ing going concern value, allowance 
for working capital and some other 
substantial items not physical prop- 
erty. The total is estimated at 
$20,000,000, a sum nearly five times 
greater than the rate base used by 
the Commission. 


Dividends Average 22 Per Cént. 


In good time, after the decision 
of the Commission, the Worcester 
company obtained an injunction 
from the Federal District Court in 
Boston, forbidding the Commission 
to put the rate reduction into ef- 
fect. Then the company went mer- 
rily on its way charging the old 
rate of 7 cents. Last month the 
directors met and declared an ex- 
tra quarterly dividend, putting the 
stock on a 24 per cent basis. The 
dividends have averaged. 22 per 

cvnt. 

The Worcester case is ‘to ‘bé 
heard .by a master who will in turn 
present his findings to the, Federal 
District Court. It will be at least. 
two years before the case reaches 
the United States Supreme Court. 
Meantime huge outside power in- 
trests, such as the Associated Gag 
& Electric Co. of ‘New York, and 
the New England’ Power ‘group, 
are angling for purchase of . the 
highly prosperous Worcester com- 
pany. 

On the heels of the Worcester 
case comes the case of the Cam- 
bridge Electric Co. Last week the 
Public Utilities Commission order- 
ed the Cambridge company to re- 
duce its rate from eight to five and 
one-half cents a kilowatt hour for 
residential lighting. The commis- 
sion found that the company had 
been paying dividends ranging 
from 18 per cent in 1922 to 24 per 
cent in 1926.

| LINDBERGH'S TRANSFORMATION. 


On the occasion of Lindbergh’s second visit to St. 
Louis, following his flight to Paris, it is not nheces- 
sary te catalogue his exploits. Everyone has them 
by heart. But it might be pertinent to mention Lind- 
bergh’s transformation from a.-privateering aviater 
into a semi-official representative of the United States 
Government. No sooner had he alighted in Paris 
than Ambassador Herrick took tim in hand, put him 


up at the embassy and introduced him to Paris as a ~ 


messenger of good will from the United States to 
France. The State Department, following Herrick’s 
lead, recognized the diplomatic possibilities of Lind- 


bergh and undertook the management of his move- 


ments. When it saw fit, it summoned him to Wash- 
ington, provided a battleship for transport and ar-

OF PLOTTINGAN U. 5 


Former ‘Mexican President and 
Four. Aids Acquitted -in 
Federal Court.

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 14.—<Adol- 
fo de la Huerta was cleared yes- 
terday of charges of conspiring to 
violate the United States neutrali- 
ty laws which he was accused of 
breaking in an attempt to regain 
the power he held as provisional 
president of Mexico. 

‘A jury in Federal Court yester- 
day acquitted De la Huerta and 
four others. The latter four were 


Louis Gayou, secretary of De la 
Huerta, Alfonso G. Moretin, Fran- 
cisco Ferriz, and Enrique Berce- 
da. 

Originally seven persons were 
indicted, but of these, Frank N. 
Thayer, a munitions expert, later 
was declared innocent and the 
charges against him dropped, 
while another, J. Ross Boles, ob- 
tained a separate trial. He will be 
tried on a date yet to be set. 

The prosecution based the charge 
mainly upon the fact that De la 
Huerta had sent to a representa- 
tive in Tucson, Ariz., 20 rifles and 
about 2300 rounds of ammunition. 
Defense Attorney Frank P. Dough- 
erty ridiculed the government con- 
tention that the material was to 
be turned over to warring Yaqui 
tribes to aid in the overthrow of 
the regime of President Calles.

VANCOUVER, B. C., Feb... 14.— 
William Preston Gibson, Washing- 
ton, @—D. C., playwright, is under ar- 
rest here at the request of Amer- 
ican officials, who gay he is want- 
ed in Shanghai on charges of ob- 
taining $7000 fraudulently. Gib- 
son was arrested when he landed 
from the Empress of Asia late last 
night. 3 

The arrest of Gibson was at the 
request of the American State De- 
partment, acting on another re- 
quest from the Department of Jus- 
tice. - One of the specific charges 
in Shanghai Gibson is that 
he raised a draft for $200 to $3200. 
The draft was on Mrs. L. M. White, 
widow of the late Chief Justice 
White, Gibson’s uncle. 

Col. Henry C. Davis of the Ma- 
rine Corps in Shanghai. indorsed 
the draft and says it then called 
for $200. It read $3200 when it 
got to the bank, which protested 


it. It :s also charged in Shanghai + 


that: Gibson cashed several unpaid 
checks there and left numerous 
unpaid bills, the total of all his 
transactions reaching $7000. 


Gibson Wed Four Times; Author of 
Several Plays- 

William Preston Gibson, at the 
age of 49 can admit a career as 
far from the prosaic as his most 
romantic stage creation. 

Born in Washington, March 13, 
1879, the son of the late United 
States Senator Randall Lee Gib- 
son of Louisiana and Mary Mont- 
gomery Gibson of New York, Gib- 
son at the age of 15 left school in 
Washington for Fordham College, 
New York, later to move on to 
Yale, where as a football celebrity 
and a baseball pitching ace he yet 
had time to start his activities as 
a playwright. 

In 1900 his first romance began 
with‘ his marriage to Mina Field, 
niece of Marshal! Field and daugh- 
ter of Mrs. Thomas Nelson Page. 
They were divorced in 1907. 

A year later Gibson married 

Grace McMillan Jarvis, -grand- 
daughter of Senator James Mc- 
Millan of Michigan, a niece of Sir 
John and Lady Harrington. 
A divorce followed, and in 1919 
Mrs. Alexander Dallas Bache Pratt, 
formerly Mias Beatrice Rogers 
Benjamin, granddaughter of the 
late H. H. Rogers, whose yearly in> 
come at the time of marriage was 
$300,000, eloped with him to 
Greenwich, Conn., where, in spite 
of the antagonism of the elderly 
Standard Oil magnate, Gibson cele- 
brated his third marriage. 

This ended in a divorce in 1922. 
But meantime Gibson had gone off 
to war, first with the French am- 
bulance corps, th@n as a private in 
the marines, to return a hero of St. 
Quentin with the Croix de Guerre 
and a. captaincy. In Janvary, 
1925, Miss Evelyn Haris Spaulding 
of Haverhill, Mass., became the 
fourth to wed the playwright-hero, 
despite the presence of a Boston 
tailor with a bill. 

The most successful of Preston 
Gibson's plays was “The Turning 
Point,” which ran through the sea- 
son of 1909-1910 at the Hackett 
Theater in New York. “Mrs. Ers- 
kKine’s Devotion,” “Fate,” “Cupid's 
Trick,” “The MDerelicts,” are 
among his other productions.

LTHOUGH only ene woman 
has actively held office as & 

“United States Senator, more 
than a dozen now have the tech- 
nical right to be admitted to the 
Senate floor, They are secretaries 
-of Senators, and it happens that 
several of the prominent men in 
the upper legislative house have 
women secretaries. 

The men secretaries frequently 
exercise their privilege to confer 
‘with Senators on the floor of the 
chamber and women members of 
the House of Representatives ap- 


pear there for consultations, but | 


out of deference to the Senate’s 
tradition against the admission of 
women, the feminine secretaries 
have never done so. Instead, a sec- 
tion of about a dozen seats in the 
gallery, adjoining the section for 
Senators’ families, is reserved for 
their exclusive use. 

Their nonappearance, however, 
is no indication of any inferiority 
in ability on the part of the women. 
Senator Moses of New Hampshire 
said of Mrs. Martha R. Gold, “She 
has been my secretary for 13 years 
and I am free to say that she is 
the most capable secretary with 
whom I have ever had experience, 
either in public life here or in dip- 
lomatic life abroad, and I'd hate 
to say how thoroughly dependent 
I am wpon her.” ; 


RS. GOLD is a trained lawyer, 

having an LL.B, degree from 

the Washington College of 
Law. She is a member of the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia and of the District Court 
of Appeals, as well as of the bar 
of Indiana. She is a daughter of 
@ prominent attorney of Knox, 
Ind., Henry 8. Robbins. Since the 
Hughes campaign she has had the 
additional responsibilities of clerk 
of the National Republican Sena- 
torial Committee. 

The “dean of women secretaries 
in the Senate” is Mrs. Leona M. 
Wells, secretary to Senator F. E. 
Warren of Wyoming, the senior

tion. So is every one. That is 
simply to say that everyone in the 
world has a tendency, strong or 
slight, to accept ideas without 
thinking them out or having a 
sufficient reason for them. This. 
tendency is called “suggestibility’’; 
it is marked in childhood. The fact 
that we are suggestible is a proof 
of the sad truth that no one is 
quite grown up. 
“Suggestibility’ is intellectual 
dependence. The child believes 
everything he is told. That is be- 
cause he has no standard by which 
he can judge. If he likes you he 
believes everything you tell him. 
This confidence, this suggestibility, 
may be useful at times, but it may 
be very dangerous. It is useful be- 
cause if the child were not suggest- 
ible it would never learn anything 
from its parents or teachers. It 
is dangerous because children are 
not always suggestible to the peo- 
| ple who can do them the most 
good. 
Like dependence, suggestibility 
should vanish, or, at least, be re- 
duced to a normal minimum when 
we reach maturity. It should then 
be replaced by the adult qualities 
of independence and self-reliance 
by all, men and women alike, who 
have to play a man’s part in the 
world. In women, who still are so 
fortunate as to be able to play a 
woman's part, suggestibility may 
well give way likewise to a certain 
happy self-renunciation. 
We all know, however, that the 
childish characteristics do not by 
any means vanish. If they did, 
and no one were suggestible, there 
would be no advertising. The 
whole idea of advertising is to ex- 
ploit this infantile characteristic 
of believing what one is told. Sug- 
gestibility comes into every depart- 
ment of life.

F you’re ducking old age, I’m

to watch your mouth. Because 
the very first sum of; physical 
arithmetic is added up just above 
the chin. When the corners of the 
mouth drop from plus to minus, 
you can bet it equals years divided 
by carelessness, 

One of the main reasons the 
mouth droops as age approaches is 
that sO many people use their 
mouths’ carelessly. I don’t mean 
what you say, it’s the “faces” you 
make as you say it. You express 
an unflattering opinion, and down 


you curl the mouth. Just do this! 


often enough, and that downward 
curl becomes a permanent wave. 
It might look all right when you’re 
young and your lips are rounded 
and full, but later, when you sud- 
denly become conscious that the 
chin igs more prominent and the 
mouth a thin shadow itself, well, 
it’s not so good. 

Now I’m going to give you a fun- 
ny little exercise that takes in no 
territory except your mouth, and 
the muscles ‘round thereabouts. 
You'll feel like a perfect nut tak- 
ing it, but I want you to do it ev- 
ery minute that you remember it 
when you’re absolutely alone. 

Here you are. Bring the lips 
firmly together and hold them that 
way—just as if you were going to 
have a picture taken, and the man 
was saying, “Look at the little 
birdies.”” There should be abso- 
lutely no drop at the corners, the 
lips should be merely as they 
should be. Then the next few 
minutes you are to “squooge” the 
mouth upward, bringing it in at 
the corners, and yet, as if you were 


trying to smile and whistle at the 
same time.. I’ve heard people rec- 
ommend only a whistling position 
of the mouth, but I do not think 
this is enough. That brings the 
mouth up somewhat, but it needs 
to be brought more than straight. 
The muscles around a sagging 
mouth need to be lifted to a much 
higher position than natural to 
counteract the sagging that has 
been allowed before. - In knotting 
the mouth up like this, keep the 
lips flat in front. Put your index 
finger in the middle of your mouth 
to see that the mouth is flat, and 
the thumb and middle finger at 
either corner to feel that sides curl 
‘way up, but not out, as if ine 
Humpty Dumpty smile. 


And now that you're satisfied 


that your mouth is nicely arranged 
in this position, take your hand and 
with the thumb on one side, and 
the fingers of the other, massage 
the face upward about the mouth, 
alternating hands so that the fin- 
gerd are used on either side of the 
face. Five minutes at a time is 
enough to hold this peculiar pose 
of the facial muscles, then relax a 


minute or so, and go at it again. 


And form the habit of doing this 
off and on all the time—when 
you’re alone, so you'll hava a love- 
ly youthful mouth through all the 
years to come.
